Richard Mundo certified by MCOA 


Richard Mundo, Executive Director of the Agawam 
Council On Aging, has been certified in the inaugural 
class for Director Certification by the Massachusetts 
Association of Councils on Aging and Senior Center 
Directors (MCOA). 

Modeled after programs in Michigan and Ohio and 
similar to Massachusetts programs for Veterans’ 
Agents, Treasurers, and Town Clerks, MCOA has 
completed a multi-year planning process to begin cer¬ 
tifying Senior Center Directors. Applications were 
received from directors around the state. 

To be considered for certification, directors submit¬ 
ted portfolios demonstrating their experience in plan¬ 


ning and implementing services beneficial to elders in 
their communities. They also had to depict their abili¬ 
ties in distinct areas of management and program¬ 
ming. 

An external review team comprised of former direc¬ 
tors and MCOA board members reviewed each port¬ 
folio. Eleven directors were finally chosen for certifi¬ 
cation. In addition to Mundo, Carolyn Brennan from 
the Hampden COA was the only other Western 
Massachusetts director to be certified. 

MCOA is a non-profit corporation that is the trade 
association for the 348 Councils On Aging throughout 
the Commonwealth.

Agawam Public 
Library to be 
temporarily closed 

After the holidays, the Agawam Public Library will 
close for approximately six weeks to prepare for the 
next phase of renovation work. During this time, staff 
and workers will be moving books and other materials 
to the newly-constructed part of the building, setting 
up work areas, and installing new computer and tele¬ 
phone equipment. 

The library will re-open for business early in 2002 
in the partially finished building, while construction 
continues to progress toward a late spring comple¬ 
tion. 

Due to the temporary closing, the due dates for 
library items may differ, and no reserves will be gen¬ 
erated locally. However, patrons may use Agawam 
Library cards in all other CWMARS system libraries, 
including Springfield, West Springfield, and Westfield. 

There will be outdoor book drops on the library 
premises throughout the closing period, so that books 
borrowed from other libraries may be returned to 
Agawam for re-routing.

Teachers, children and the tax factor 


The following is the explanation in full context I 
gave the City Council for my vote on the tax factor on 
December 10, 2001. 

I am going to abstain on this vote because of my 
concern over how the teachers have been, and are, 
being treated by this community we all care so much 
about. 

I disagree, with respect, that this vote has nothing 
to do with the welfare of our teachers. This tax factor 
does not utilize all the new growth funds available 
when teachers have been in a work-to-rule situation 
for some time. In work-to-rule, the bitterness spreads 
rapidly and an unhappy situation can quickly develop. 
I am not saying teachers get whatever they want. I am 
saying they have to be treated fairly because the wel-

fare of our children is at stake. 

If it is true our teachers’ salaries are low for 
Hampden County, and there is new growth funds 
available to address some part of the problem, I feel I 
should vote accordingly. If we have the responsibility 
to approve a tax factor and this tax factor does not 
address an important need, I cannot in good con¬ 
science vote for it. 

When I said in an earlier meeting I was standing 
with the teachers, to be more specific, I am, in fact, 
standing with the children and young adults. Who 
does not stand with the children, one might ask? But 
if our tax rate is the lowest in Hampden County, and 
our teachers’ salaries are low, is it not true our tax rate 
is low to some extent because we have gotten away 


without properly paying our teachers? 

If this is true, we are putting our children and young 
adults into the hands of a profession we have been 
short-changing for years. How clever is that? We 
short-change our own children, those we care most 
about, and are satisifed with the situation because our 
tax rate is low. 

For most of my adult life, I have been marginally 
embarrassed by how Agawam government has treat¬ 
ed its teachers. I say marginally because money, or 
lack thereof, is not the end-all and be-all to me. 
Nevertheless, it is not something of which we can be 
proud, in essence, short-changing our own most pre¬ 
cious citizens. 

That is why I am voting as I am. Thank you.

To Jill Simpson: 

I heard you speak at the School Committee meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, September 27th. You obviosly feel 
strongly about the negotiations involving the teachers 
and the Agawam School Committee. 

As a town councilor, you have been a model of 
civic responsibility for your children. You have shown 
them that you believe that people should act in a con¬ 
structive manner concerning their beliefs. 

The High School mission statement, which really 
reflects the mission of the entire Agawam School 
System, indicates we are dedicated to preparing stu¬ 


dents to be good citizens. Good citizenship involves 
doing as you do, standing up for what you believe, for 
what is right and just. As a teacher of history for many 
years—I have a bachelor’s degree in history and a 
master’s degree in English—I am particularly con¬ 
cerned about this part of our mission on behalf of the 
children of Agawam.m. 

I respectfully suggest you consider a different view 
of the teachers wearing the badges, “Good Contacts 
Keep Good Teachers." As you have served as a 
model for your children, we teachers are called upon 
to model correct behavior every day for your children 
and for all the school children of Agawam. Wearing 
our badges is a sign of unity among us in our desire 
to be treated as the professionals we are. It is also a 
silent way of showing the children that as models we 
are standing up for our just beliefs. 

We do not want the Agawam School System to 
deteriorate, a system in which the staff has, over 
many years, provided a very good quality education 
for the children and, indirectly, for all who live in 
Agawam. Our stand in negotiations is not only based 
on our desire to be treated fairly, but also on our con¬ 
cern for the negative effects of the system’s inability 
to compete recently with other school systems in 
attracting and retaining the best possible teachers. 

A significant number of our very qualified veteran 
teachers will take well-deserved retirement this year 
and over the next few years. Who will replace them? 
Those retiring care about the system to which they 
have dedicated years of effort. Those remaining are 
very concerned about who will be hired to teach 
alongside them. 

Agawam children deserve good teachers. The set¬ 
tlement of a good contract, one which will attract and 
retain qualified teachers, is a necessary part of secur¬ 
ing a good education for the present and future school 
children of Agawam.

What drew the two Leonard Street residents to this 
whole idea was the fact that recipients can actually 
ask for things they need or want rather than receiving 
a random gift. The receivers are given a request form 
through their respective agency. They provide their 
first name, their age and gender, and they specify 
what they wish or need for Christmas. 

If asking for a coat, clothing, or other forms of 
apparel, they are asked to put sizes and other details. 
"That way, we can comply with their request as close¬ 
ly as possible," Fred said. 

Mrs. Roberts outlined the next step. “Tags are 
made out with code numbers that help later in the 
sorting while preserving anonymity.” 

She said these tags are affixed to paper boots that 


have been made and decorated by the children in 
CCD classes and hung on “The Giving Tree.” The tree 
has been standing on the altar at St. John’s since the 
weekend after Thanksgiving. The parishioners who 
wish to participate choose one tag or more from “The 
Giving Tree," purchase the specified gift, wrap it, and 
return it to the tree with the tag on the outside. 

According to Mrs. Roberts, by the end of the first 
week, probably 90 percent of the tags are gone. By 
the end of the second week, the tree is completely 
bare of tags. The givers are asked to have the gifts 
back by the Sunday about a week before Christmas. 

Mrs. Roberts said, “We’ve had about 500 or more 
tags.” Fred Roberts added, “The presents can be put 
under the tree anytime. It’s a very impressive sight 
when you walk in and see all the gifts." The Roberts 
noted that people put a lot of effort and time into dec¬ 
orating the packages, and some even add a toy 
sometimes. Once all the gifts are there, the committee 


and other volunteers sort the gifts, a task which is usu¬ 
ally accomplished within an hour! 

Representatives from each of the other agencies 
come and take the gifts for distribution. 

"We’ve heard the YWCA has a big party to hand out 
the gifts,” Mrs. Roberts told us. “Not only those who 
receive, but also those parishioners who provide the 
gifts, feel that they’ve been gifted." 

The requests vary from such items as coats, sweat¬ 
shirts, sweaters, boots, special toys, ceiling fans, and 
just about anything that might make life easier or more 
joyful for someone who can use the help. 

Fred Roberts added, “A few years ago, some chil¬ 
dren at Phelps School collected mittens and hat sets 
for ‘The Giving Tree’ and we distributed them. And the 
children from a town family actually gave up their own 
Christmas gifts and brought them to ‘The Giving 
Tree.’”

at special meeting

After much debate, Agawam Town Council voted to 
approve a tax factor of .880888, which reflects a 54 
percent shift and a six cent decrease to residential 
taxpayers and a 21 cent increase to commercial tax¬ 
payers per $1,000 of property value, during a special 
meeting Monday, December 10th. 

The council voted last week to table a factor pro¬ 
posed by Mayor Richard A. Cohen that included a 56 
percent shift - a 14 cent decrease to residents and 54 
cent increase on the commercial side. 

Agawam’s tax factor, which is the lowest in the 
area, in the past has remained a close 50/50 split 
between residential and commercial. There was much 
discussion at the meeting revolving around $273,000 
in usused, unexpected new growth, and an estimated 
$477,000 cherry sheet cut from state revenues to the 
town. 

Some councilors had hoped the $273,000 could 
aid teacher contract negotiations or full-day kinder¬ 
garten. 

“This tax factor does not utilize all the new growth 
funds available,” said Councilor Richard Morassi, who 
abstained from voting. “My concern is how teachers 
have been and are being treated. I am standing with 
the children and young adults. We shouldn’t short¬ 
change our children and be satisfied because the tax 
rates are low." 

Cohen has said he would not add the money to a 
supplemental budget because it would only increase 
the burden on the taxpayers. “I agree that perhaps 
that pool of money could not solve any problems," 
said Council President Gina Letellier. 

Ms. Letellier said that according to Agawam Town 


Accountant Carol Taylor, if the money is not spent by 
June 30th, it would go into free cash and could not be 
spent for a year. 

Councilor Robert Magovern was not convinced that 
the new growth could not be used. 

“I think the whole reduction of the tax factor is a 
political ploy because taxes are going to go up,” he 
said. "This tax rate is smoke and mirrors...I think we’re 
digging a hole.” 

Councilor Joseph Mineo disagreed. 

“I am in support of a 54 percent shift,” he said. “No 
matter what the rates are, evaluations have gone up. 
I don’t think the Mayor has any control over evalua¬ 
tions. Everybody’s property values have gone up all 
over Hampden County. Mayor Cohen has no control 
over that.” 

Councilor Robert Rossi said that he wasn’t sure 
how he was going to vote before attending Monday 
night’s meeting. “We have to put personal feelings 
aside and do whatever’s best for the community,” 
Rossi said. 

"If we don’t vote on this tonight, we’re only putting 
ourselves further behind the eight ball. We can’t be 
creating more supplemental budgets. I don’t think 54 
percent is that far out of line,” said Rossi. 

Cohen said he was happy the factor was set. 

“While I am pleased that the council passed the tax 
factor, I am disappointed they did not approve the one 
I suggested since it put less of a tax burden on the 
residents and only put a 54 cent increase on indus¬ 
tries such as Six Flags and Berkshire Power,” he said. 

“But, I’m glad we will be able to get taxes out on 
time.”

The Agawam Planning Board will hold a public 
hearing on Thursday, December 20, 2001 at 7:00 
PM at the Faolin Peirce Community Room, 
Agawam Police Station, 681 Springfield Street, 
Feeding Hills, MA. The purpose of this hearing 
will be to hear the petition of the Agawam 
Planning Board for a proposed amendment to the 
Code of the Town of Agawam, Article XIV entitled 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities and Towers, 
Chapter 180-97 as follows: 

To delete Section 180-97 K. of the Zoning 
Ordinance in its entirety and substitute the fol¬ 
lowing in its place: 

K. In order to ensure public safety, the mini¬ 
mum distance from the base of a telecommunica¬ 
tions tower to (i) any property line and/or street, 
shall be a minimum of the height of the 
facility/mount, including any antennas or appurte¬ 
nances; (ii) all structures on adjacent lots shall be 
at least 375 feet; and (iii) all publicly owned parks 
and playgrounds shall be at least 375 feet. As 
used herein, “publicly owned parks” shall not 
include any municipal golf course. If, however, 
the applicant demonstrates to the Special Permit 
Granting Authority that due to any combination of 
factors relating to the land, such as topographic 
conditions, terrain, wetlands, vegetative cover 
and other existing improvements, a reduced set¬ 
back is necessary, the Special Permit Granting 
Authority may reduce the setback requirement to 
not less than 200 feet subject to finding that the 
reduced setback will not result in a material and 
unreasonable safety hazard. 

To add Section 180-97 O. as follows: 

O. A different existing structure or use on the 
same lot shall not preclude the installation of a 
wireless telecommunications facility on such lot. 
If a tower and its equipment buildings are the sole 
use of the lot, the tower shall be deemed to be the 
principal use, otherwise, the use shall be consid¬ 
ered accessway.

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Water Department revenues increased due to 
Berkshire Power and Six Flags 


In the year 2000, Agawam’s Water Department pur¬ 
chased 1,121,000 gallons of water from the City of 
Springfield, an increase from an annual average of 
about one million. Agawam obtains its water from the 
Springfield Water and Sewer Commission, but oper¬ 
ates its own system. 

A new three-year contract with the City of 
Springfield Water and Sewer Commission includes a 
nine percent increase for fiscal year 2002. The rates

of subsequent years are to be based on actual 
expenses and sales. 

In Agawam, the operation of the public water sys¬ 
tem lies with the Department of Public Works, Water 
Division, with offices in the Town Hall at 36 Main 
Street. John P. Stone is superintendent of Public 
Works, while John Savioli is the deputy superintend¬ 
ent who oversees the water operations. 

Savioli explained, "The gallons we purchased from 


the City of Springfield were distributed through our 
water distribution system to our customers. We have 
shown increased revenues due to Berkshire Power 
and Six Flags." 

Agawam's DPW has sent out three annual reports, 
Agawam's Aqua Almanac, to residents of Agawam. 
The Almanac gives details on quality of tap water, 
related health issues, news of water system improve-

ments, and future plans. But on a daily basis, there is 
much more to the art of keeping our town’s water 
clean, fresh, and delicious, according to the two 
administrators. 

Savioii told us, “We take 30 water samples per 
month. These are tested for bacteria, according to 
state regulations. We inspect businesses with regard 
to cross-connections and we have 480 backflow 
devices installed in town businesses. Some are test¬ 
ed once per year. Some are tested twice, accordig to 
state regulations. New homes are required to have 
backflow devices on the outside faucets.” 

Other regular responsibilities of the Water 
Department workers involve installing new water 
mains, installing and repairing hydrants, installing new 
water connections for three-quarter-inch to eight-inch, 
and repairing water breaks. 

"In 2001, we installed 4,200 feet of new eight-inch 
water main. We replaced water mains on Poinsettia 
Street and Century Street, and we installed a new 
main on Southwick Street. We’ve got approximately 
142 miles of water main that we maintain, from four 
inches in size to 16 inches in size," Savioii continued. 

There are 1,470 hydrants, and the Water 
Department bills almost 10,000 water accounts. “We 
try to replace meters routinely. We read most meters 
from the outside and we are trying to install a new 
meter with an outside register in the few homes that 
have the old meters. Gradually, we are getting to all of 
them,” Savioii added. “We regularly flush water mains 
to maintain water quality." 

The Springfield Water and Sewer Commission 
owns approximately 13,000 acres of reservoir and 
watershed land in the Little River Watershed located 
in the towns of Blandford, Granville, and Russell. 
Within the boundaries of the watershed, population 
density is low. There is no commercial industry in 
these rural areas, and several measures are taken to 
protect the pristine condition of the water supply, such 
as limiting farming and grazing, and forbidding boat¬ 
ing, swimming, hunting, and fishing in and around the 
reservoir areas. 

The water flows from the reservoirs to a treatment 
plant in Westfield where it is filtered, treated to prevent 
corrosion of plumbing, and chlorinated. Fluoride is not 
added to the water. 

After treatment, the water flows to storage tanks on 
Provin Mountain in Feeding Hills and then is distrib¬ 
uted throughout Agawam via large transmission 
mains. 

Stone noted, “One of our goals for the future is to 
eliminate dead-end sections of main. We are working 
with the Agawam Planning Department under their 
P.W.E.D. grant to find a location for connections 
between the Suffield Street and Main Street water 
mains. We want to get a reliable system and better 
water quality to maintain water service in the event of 
water main breaks.” 

The DPW is open during regular Town Hall hours, 
8:30 a.m.-4:30 p.m. on regular working days. 
Emergency water problems at all other times can be 
reported to the police dispatcher at 786-4767. The dis¬ 
patcher will contact water service personnel. 

Various water services are provided by the DPW, 
such as installation of new water meters, water con-

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nections, water connection renewal, meter valve 
replacement, fee for irrigation system, and drilling and 
tapping. A schedule of prices for each service is avail¬ 
able at the Town Hall. 

Water meters are listed in five sizes, from 5/8-inch 
at a cost of $131 through two inches at a cost of $419. 
Water connections are available ranging from three- 
quarter-inch type K copper tubing at $610 through 
over two-inch copper tubing at $1,700. 

“We need to have enough time to repair roads in 
the case of some of these services,” Stone said. 

There is usually a cut-off time as winter approach¬ 
es, which has already gone by for this year. 

Other plans for the future include connecting the 
water mains between Parker Street and Carr Avenue, 
Lealand Avenue and South Park Terrace in Agawam, 
and in Feeding Hills, Brookline and Belvedere 
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Avenues and Hastings and Bessbrook Streets. 

Extension of water services on Southwick Street to 
those on Provin Mountain are also planned, where 
private wells have been contaminated. 

This is the first increase in water cost since 1990. 
Because of the increased revenues from sales to 
Berkshire Power and Six Flags, the cost increase can 
be managed without a rate increase to Agawam resi¬ 
dents, Stone told us.

HCC’s Student Nurse Club hosts dinner 


The Ronald McDonald House in Springfield has 
serviced over 5,000 families since opening its doors in 
1991. The mission is to house families with a child 
being treated in a local medical facility (Bay State 
Medical Center and Shriners Hospital for Children). 
There are times that they are full with 60 people. 

Each family has their own room. The house pro¬ 
vides linen, laundry facilities, milk, bread, some recre¬ 
ation like TV, and a playroom for children. Since it is 
only housing provided, the families are responsible for 
obtaining and cooking their food. Often this means 
walking two or three blocks to a grocery store with a 
child in tow (no babysitting is\ provided). 

A stay at this house can last for several months, 
especially when a child is treated on an outpatient 
basis and home is Santo Domingo or Jamaica. Not 
only is getting food a problem, but cold weather, lack 
of appropriate clothing, and non-English language 
add to the difficulties.

Those who wait on the Lord shall renew their strength. —Isaiah 40:31 

A survey showed that 84 percent of people in the United States want a less 
materialistic holiday season.

Westbank donates 
over one-half ton of 
beef & turkeys 

“Where’s the beef?” has taken on a whole new 
meaning for a West Springfield-based community 
bank and two local service agencies. For the second 
consecutive year, Westbank President and Chief 
Executive Officer Donald R. Chase and Westbank 
employees have donated over 1,100 pounds of fresh 
Angus beef to the Parish Cupboard and Brightside for 
Families and Children, both located in West 
Springfield. The Bank also donated 11 farm-fresh 
turkeys to the Parish Cupboard to help feed those in 
need during the holiday season. 

The beef was purchased at the annual 4-H Beef 
Project & Sale held at the Big E in September. The 
idea to donate the beef originated last year, as Chase 
toured the agricultural area at the Big E. “I saw the 
signs for the 4-H Beef Sale and thought it would be a 
great way to support both the 4-H and the local 
human service agencies,” said Chase. 

As he did last year, Chase bid on the beef himself 
and then had the processed meat shipped directly to 
the two agencies. The turkeys were donated directly 
by the Bank. Candy Boucher, Executive Director of 
the Parish Cupboard, said the donation would help 
feed 250 families - including 1,000 children - in West 
Springfield, Agawam, Feeding Hills, and Southwick. 

“I can’t say enough how much we appreciate this. 
Fresh meat is a most rare commodity," stated 
Boucher, adding, “And when you see the look on the 
faces of the moms and dads with eight or nine chil¬ 
dren - it just makes it that much more special. It real¬ 
ly says a lot when somebody cares enough to help 
out folks in their own communities.” 

At Brightside for Families and Children, Chief 
Operating Officer Brenda McCormick said the meat 
would help feed about 100 children during the holi¬ 
days and beyond. “Westbank’s gift allows us to pro¬ 
vide growing children and teenagers with nourishing 
meals and special treats. Needless to say, we are 
thrilled to receive this donation. Don Chase’s gen¬ 
erosity goes beyond all expectation,” remarked 
McCormick. Chase indicated that Westbank has 
always placed an emphasis on being a true commu¬ 
nity partner. “Just saying you’re a community bank 
isn’t enough. To be a true community bank, your 
actions need to speak louder than your words. So 
when an opportunity to make a difference in the com¬ 
munity presents itself, we try to do what we can to 
help,” he said.

Dram Shop Liability - Motor Vehicle Collision 

The plaintiff was a student between his junior and 
senior year of high school. He was seriously injured 
one evening when his motor vehicle was struck by 
another car. The driver of that car reportedly had 
spent the four hours before the accident drinking at a 
bar. The defendants in the Court action were the car’s 
driver and the operator of the bar. 

The defendant driver allegedly caused the collision 
by failing to yield when merging into the plaintiff's lane 
of travel. The defendant driver claimed that the plain¬ 
tiff’s excessive speed caused the collision. The colli¬ 
sion caused the plaintiff’s vehicle to overturn, ejecting 
the plaintiff from his car. 

At the scene of the accident, the defendant was 
given a field sobriety test and a portable breath test 
that indicated a blood alcohol concentration of .27. 
After being arrested, the defendant driver consented 
to a breathalyzer test with a lower but still higher-than- 


legal-limit reading for her blood alcohol concentration. 

The defendant driver subsequently pled guilty to 
operating under the influence and causing serious 
bodily injury. Employees of the defendant bar testified 
in deposition that the defendant driver did not appear 
intoxicated while she was at the bar, despite the 
results of the breath tests. 

Other persons who were present were reportedly 
prepared to testify that the defendant driver did not 
appear intoxicated while at the bar and while being 
served alcohol. A videotape of the defendant driver's 
booking at the police station, taken about two hours 
after the collision and just before the breathalyzer 
tests, showed the driver standing straight, answering 
questions without slurring her speech and making a 
telephone call. 

The bar contended that this videotape showed that 
the defendant driver did not exhibit the outward signs 
of intoxication on the evening of the collision with the 
plaintiff, and it should therefore not be held responsi¬ 
ble in the accident. 

Approximately one year after the accident, the local 
Licensing Commission conducted hearings concern¬ 
ing the issue of whether the defendant bar served 
alcohol beverages to the defendant driver when it 
knew or should have known that the driver was intox¬ 
icated. The Commission found against the bar, result¬ 
ing in a suspension of its liquor license. 

At trial, the plaintiff was reportedly prepared to

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argue that the finding by the Commission should be 
granted preclusive effect, thus preventing the bar 
from re-litigation of the issue. 

The plaintiff sustained multiple traumatic injuries, 
including a spinal cord injury, basilar skull fracture, 
bilateral pulmonary contusions, traumatic C4 flexion 
compression injury, traumatic C2-3, C3-4, and C4-5 
flexion distraction injury, traumatic C6 and C7 com¬ 
pression injury, C3 laminar and pedicle fracture and 
C3-4 subluxation/cord contusion. The plaintiff had to 
be intubated at the scene of the accident and was 
comatose for approximately eight days. 

The plaintiff’s injuries required multiple surgeries. 
The plaintiff had a prior history of attention deficit dis¬ 
order, which was aggravated by the head trauma sus¬ 
tained in the collision. 

The plaintiff missed his senior year of high school, 
but was able to resume his studies and receive his 
high school diploma. The plaintiff was in his first year 
of college at the time of the settlement. 

As a result of the spinal cord trauma, the plaintiff 
reportedly continued to experience pain on a daily 
basis. He had reduced mobility and strength in his 
neck, chest, and arms. The plaintiff also reportedly 
continued to experience problems with dislocations of 
the left scapula, loss of sensation on the right side 
from the chest down into the right extremities, includ¬ 
ing his hand and foot. The plaintiff also had a lack of 
sensation in his left arm extending down to his left 
hand. 

The plaintiff’s medical bills at the time of the settle¬ 
ment totaled $162,790.51. The case was mediated for 
$1.7 million.

“Irretrievable breakdown of the 


marriage” vs. “cruel and 
abusive treatment” 

Q. I recently hired an attorney to represent me in a 
divorce against my husband. I specifically told my 
attorney that my husband yells at me in front of my 
friends. He filed my divorce complaint under the no¬ 
fault ground of irretrievable breakdown of the mar¬ 
riage. 

My friend’s attorney, however, filed her complaint 
for divorce under the grounds of cruel and abusive 
treatment, even though she tells me that her husband 
treats her in the same offensive manner. What is the 
difference, if any, in the testimony we each would 
have to present at our divorce hearings? 

A. The testimony to prove an irretrievable break¬ 
down of marriage is less time-consuming and less 
detailed than the testimony of cruel and abusive treat¬ 


ment. The testimony necessary to prove cruel and 
abusive treatment includes specific responses to the 
following questions, the category of which is specific 
to the particular facts of your case. 

1) If your spouse was physically abusive to you, 
your testimony will detail: 

a. Whether your spouse ever used physical force 
against you. 

b. When, if any, such physical force was applied, 
giving specific dates, times, and places. 

c. The circumstances under which such physical 
force was applied. 

2) If your spouse was verbally abusive to you, your 
testimony will detail: 

a. Whether your spouse ever used words which put 
you in apprehension of physical violence. 

b. When, if any, such words were used, giving spe¬ 
cific dates, times, and places. 

c. The exact words spoken which you claim put you 
in apprehension. 

d. The circumstances under which such words 
were spoken. 

e. What effect the words had on you emotionally 
and physically. 

3) If your spouse ever used words which tended to 
wound your feelings, your testimony will detail: 

a. When, if any, such words were used, giving spe¬ 


cific dates. 

b. The exact words spoken. 

c. The circumstances under which such words 
were spoken. 

d. What effect the words had on you emotionally 
and physically. 

In comparison, with the grounds of irretrievable 
breakdown of marriage, you need only testimony per¬ 
taining to a specific reason of why your marriage has 
become irretrievably broken, such as: 

1. There developed a progressive estrangement 
between the parties prior to their separation which 
became intolerable on a certain date. 

2. This estrangement was characterized by exten¬ 
sive arguments, or a severe lack of communication, or 
distrust to the extent that the personal interaction 
between the parties, which is one of the important 
expectations and joys of the marital state, was effec¬ 
tively curtailed. The parties have become increasingly 
aware of their conflicting temperaments and inability 
to live together in a reasonable state of harmony. 

3. Marriage counseling would serve to no avail to 
reconcile the parties. 

4. There is no likelihood that the parties will return 
to that state of marriage which existed prior to the irre¬ 
trievable breakdown of the marriage, and each is 
more interested in living their own respective lifestyles 
than continuing this marital relationship.

Back-up power... 

Thunderstorms. Snowstorms. Gale-force winds. 
Ice storms. Grid failure. If you’re ever experienced 
these meteorological phenomena, chances are you 
got caught with your power down, at least temporari¬ 
ly- 

Power failure isn’t limited to certain areas; it can 
happen anywhere. Depending on how long the power 
outage lasts, you can suffer food spoilage, heat and 
humidity, no running water, or a downed security sys¬ 
tem. The good news is that smart generators can offer 
relief. 

In addition to snow and ice storms, soaring tem¬ 


peratures and the demand for relief can overload util¬ 
ity resources and cause blackouts. Inconvenience is 
one thing, but extreme temperatures are a real threat 
to the very young and the very old. 

If you’ve never experienced a power failure, con¬ 
sider yourself among the fortunate few.

A portable generator or an emergency back-up 
power system can keep you up and running until the 
utility company is back online. Most people are famil¬ 
iar with the gas-powered portable generator that you 
crank-start like a lawn mower. You plug into on-board 
outlets that power small appliances and most camping 
equipment. 

A large nine-horsepower, 5,000-watt model pro¬ 
duces enough power to run the furnace fan. refrigera¬ 


tor, sump pump, several lights, and even the televi¬ 
sion. 

Many homeowners convert gasoline-powered gen¬ 
erators into emergency back-up power systems with 
the addition of a transfer switch. You can manually 
switch the power from the generator directly to the cir¬ 
cuit box when there’s a power outage. This switch 
must be installed by an electrician, and eliminates the 
need to string extension cords all over the house to tie 
specific lights and appliances to the generator. 

Stationary generators (which have previously only 
been available for public buildings such as schools 
and hospitals) are now available for your home. 
Stationary generators range in size from 8.500 watts 
to 15,000 watts, and can power high-wattage appli¬ 
ances like air conditioners and refrigerators.

Benefits of a healthy lifestyle... 


For years, I have been writing about the benefits of 
exercising regularly and eating a healthy diet. More 
and more studies have proved the effectiveness of a 
healthy lifestyle on the lungs, heart, spine, muscles, 
etc. Two recent research articles have studied the 


effects of lifestyle on two health conditions: pancreat¬ 
ic cancer and diabetes. 

Pancreatic cancer is the fifth-leading “cause of 
death”-related cancer in the United States (other than 
smoking). A few factors have been associated with 
pancreatic cancer; this recent study investigated the 
relationship of physical activity, obesity, and height to 
pancreatic cancer risk. 

In 350 pancreatic cancer cases, sufferers tended to 
be sedentary, have a high body mass (obese), and be 
taller than average. Walking or hiking at least 1.5 
hours/week was associated with a 50-percent reduc¬ 
tion in the rate of pancreatic cancer in both sexes; 
those who participated in the least amount of moder¬ 
ate activity were more than twice as likely to develop 
the condition. 


The other article studied diet and lifestyle factors on 
type 2 diabetes. In this study, 91 percent of the dia¬ 
betes cases were attributable to having negative 
lifestyle behaviors. Overweight (or obesity) was the 
single greatest predictor of type 2 diabetes. 

Other factors that could influence health are smok¬ 
ing, drinking, physical activity, and diet. The study 
found that the great majority of cases of type 2 dia¬ 
betes could be prevented through living a healthy 
lifestyle. 

The quality of life is worth exercising and eating a 
balanced diet.

Potato pancakes... 

Potato pancakes - light and fluffy, with a delicut 
crispness at the edges. I use two different potatoes: 
Yukon golds and large reds. Peel and boil the Yukons 
(they will be mashed and added to the mix). The Reds 
are peeled and shredded.

Two AHS seniors receive prestigious award

Agawam High School seniors Kim Landry and April 
Rondeau recently won the Massachusetts Association 
of Schools Superintendent (MASS) Award and 
according to Superintendent Dr. Frank Ameruoso, this 
was a “special honor” for the recipients. 

Ameruoso explained the MASS Award is a 
statewide organization and depending on the size of 
high school enrollment, the award is usually issued to 
two students per school district.

AHS girls’ hoop falls to visiting Taconic, 57-52

For a while on Tuesday evening (December 11th), 
the Agawam High girls’ basketball team seemed to 
have visiting Taconic of Pittsfield well under control, as 
the young Brownies - playing well in Coach Bronwyn 
Monahan’s scheme of “run and gun” while pressing on 
defense - went strictly by the play book. 

Then, the wheels slowly came off and Agawam 
ended up losing its season opener, 57-52 to the 
Braves. 

Maybe it was the 19 turnovers that translated to 14 
points for Taconic. Maybe the hosts got tired. Maybe 
the Braves just stepped up their game a notch while 
the Brownies hit a wall they couldn’t quite get over. 

“We had some first-game jitters, for sure. They 
have a lot of senior experience. Many of them have 
started since they were sophomores. That turnover 
total is way too much,” Monahan said after addressing 
her troops. 

Agawam started out in this one with sophomore 
Meghan Kelly getting Agawam’s first two points of the 
2001-2002 season on a short jumper with 20 seconds 
gone in the game. 

The Brownies were also executing their press to 
perfection and led 8-2 with 2:13 off the clock. 

With junior forward Vicky Taylor dominating the 
boards early, and freshman point guard Lauren 
Peltier, Kelly and freshman forward Stacy Boisvert 
pushing the ball up the floor with authority and taking 
it to the hole, Agawam led 13-6 at 11:19.

Then the Braves mounted a mini-comeback to nar¬ 
row Agawam’s lead to 13-10 with 7:59 to play. 

The Brownies had Boisvert posting up. Senior 
guard Jenna Shea and Kelly were still applying pres¬ 
sure on both offense and defense. A Taconic deuce 
saw the lead shrivel to 14-12, Agawam. 

Then Taylor (12 points), finding new confidence 
with a dangerous outside shot, drained one from the 
top of the key for three. A Peltier (nine points) deuce 
followed a Bosivert (eight points) two, and Agawam 
seemed to be back in control, 20-12. 

The Brownies went up 22-12 before the Braves 
mounted another comeback, backed up by a defense 
that was beginning to toughen up (bringing it to 22-16, 
Brownies). At that point, Agawam was 11-23 from the 
field. Taconic posted an 8-20 slate. 

Taconic then came up with a mini-press, which 
seemed to bother the Brownie ball handlers - they had 
nine turnovers with 2:31 left. Taconic had seven. But 
the difference was the Braves had six points off those 
Agawam miscues. Taconic, to that point, had givem 
up only two off of its turnovers. 

In a game that was becoming close, Agawam 
should have seen a problem brewing. Kelly (11 points) 
managed a bunny underneath with 50 seconds left to 
make it 28-20, hosts. However, a Taconic trey (fol¬ 
lowed by a deuce) brought the halftime score to 28- 
25, Agawam.

Kelly got a deuce to start the second 16 minutes, 
making it 30-25. The game was still very fast-paced. 

With 2:06 gone, the teams (trading hoops) saw 
Agawam up, 34-27. Four straight Taconic points had 
the Braves down, 34-31 at the 12:40 mark. 

Agawam had good ball movement. But the Taconic 
defense (switching from a zone to man-to-man cover¬ 
age) had picked it up, double-teaming the ball when¬ 
ever possible. The effort paid off. 

A Taconic trey tied it at 34 with 12 minutes to go. An

“We had 70 kids try out. That’s huge,” Pryce told 
us. “We lost only four girls to graduation, and we have 
just about all of our point-producers back, plus some 
other girls who will get their share as well.” 

In fact, the team is so big that Pryce is forced into 
a traveling squad. “We can only enter four girls in 
every event (unlike seven in the outdoor season). So, 
the competition to participate in the meets will be very 
tough. There’s no other way to do it.” 

Pryce is counting on the return of Kelly Cassidy, the 
team’s senior captain who missed the entire indoor 
season a year ago due to ACL. She did participate in 
outdoor track last spring and was on the girls’ cross 
country team in the fall. 

Also back is junior hurdler Heather Cox and new¬ 
comer Shannon McDyer, who really is not a newcom¬ 
er at all. She led the team in duel-meet scoring last 


spring for the outdoor season, and her presence only 
strengthens the depth of this team. Junior Jody Pfau 
(1,000 meters) is also back. She placed third at the 
Western Mass.

As for the boys, they finished 5-3 a year ago 
indoors. They lost only two seniors, but they were 
standouts - Steve Messina (All-Western Mass.

Team). 

The boys have eight seniors returning. “We will be 
strong in the hurdles and in the sprints. John 
Slachetka won’t be running in the shadow of Messina 
or Tedone any more, so he should come into his own," 
Pryce said of the junior. 

Senior Matt Picard should be strong in the shot put. 
“Matt loves the weight room, and you can tell he works 
hard in there," said Pryce. 

Also back is senior Steve Atkinson (distance 
events). Junior Mike Defilippi (an outdoor track and 
cross country stalwart) has come over from basket¬ 
ball, as has Mike McGeoghan. “They are both good 
athletes and will surely help this team,” said Pryce. 

Pryce feels the boys have an outside shot at the 
league title. “I think we will be stronger this year. We 
have some depth and some strong talent.” 

The boys will join the girls at Smith College for the 
December 20th opener versus Amherst.
